They are esti­ 
mated to numb er b etween 236,000 and 
260,000« On the b asis of the 1922 wage 
b ill, it is estimated that the resulting

260,000.. On tile basis of the 1922 wage 
bill, it is estimated that the resulting j 
addition to the payroll may reach $40,- j

By spe­ 
cial endowment the leguminous pianta 
among the more common of whidi are 
the dovers, peas, beana alfalfa and 
vetch, are capable of drawing upon 
the inexhaustible supply of nitrogen 
in the air and utilizing this In their 
food requirementa In so doing, these 
pianta through the decay of their own 
tissues, add nitrogen to the soil trans­ 
formed into food that is available for 
the othwr crops that follow. Thus by 
taking advantage of this remarkable 
provision of natura and introducing 
periodically into our rotations a crop 
of legumea we are able to avoid that 
calamity predicted by some sdentists 
not so very many years ago—^namely, 
ultimate nltrogm starvation. 
Another very important benefit de­ 
rived from the growing of legumea 
and one which peihaps has hitherto 
been not duly appreciated, should be 
mentioned. As a class, the legumes— 
especially such biennial and perennial 
legumes as red clover, sweet clover, 
and alfalfa—are possessed of an un­ 
usual power to assimilate from min­ 
eral sources such plant foods as potas­ 
sium, phosphorus and calcium, con­ 
verting them into available forms of 
food for the crops that follow. For 
this reason It Is especially advanta- 
geous to employ such legumes in con­ 
nection with the application of,lime­ 
stone and rock phosphate. Through 
their growth and subsequent decay 
large quantities of the mineral foods 
are liberated for the benefit of the less 
indep^dent 
feeding 
cereal 
crops 
which follow in the rotation.

Bo y s a nd Girls in Club Wmrk 


“In my estimation, the man who di­ 
rects a good type of boys* and girls* 
club work in a county for a period of 
three to five years has a greater ap- 
portunity to build up a more per­ 
manently satisfactory type of agricul­ 
ture than the man who. as farm ad­ 
viser, works only with the grown peo­ 
ple. 
This does not mean, however, 
that the farm adviser should himself 
become a dub leader. The value of 
the w’ork is not only in helping to edu­ 
cate the farm boys and girls to ap­ 
preciate farm life and to better under­ 
stand some of the fundamental prin­ 
ciples which nndCTlie good fanning 
Through iiw metffw* vT On? twys auu 
¿rls, the club leader, working with the 
farm adviser, can often reach the adult 
members of the family in a way that 
is very direct. 
* “It has been my observation that one 
of the best ways to introduce live 
stock and proper care of live stock 
on those farms where none Is being 
raised is by means of the pig and calf 
work. I have In mind one home repre­ 
sented in the W oodfwd county farm 
bureau where the older of two boys 
became Interested in the pig club 
work, two years ago, and as a direct 
result of this Interest and the work 
he did they now have about 50 good 
purebred Duroc Jersey hogs on the 
place. They had not produced much 
Uve stock. They are now buUdIng a 
modem hog house, and the father 
states that the entire family has be­ 
come more Interested in the farm work 
because of the club project. 
“Another way in which the dub 
work has helped with the farm bureau 
work is in interesting the entire com­ 
munity throui^ the club meetings 
which have been held. In one end of 
Woodford county where there were 
only eight or nine members of the 
farm bureau in three townships seven 
years ago, and uo more interest than 
the number of members would Indicate, 
theie are now a fair proportion of 
members as compared with the rest of 
the county and more farm bureau in­ 
té rê t than in most sections. The in­ 
creased farm bureau interest I regard 
as largely due to the fact that there 
are two live boys* and girls’ clubs In 
that territory. They asked for and se­ 
cured the county farm bureau picnic 
In their territory last summer, which 
brought 2,500 people to their e# d of the 
county. They are lo<Alng forward to 
an Increased enrollment In their club 
projects in 1923. 
I antidpate that 
there will be a decided improvment In 
farming and farm conditions in that 
section of the country during the next 
ten years and I really believe that the 
club work is more responsible than 
any other one thing for getting the 
movement towards better things under 
way.**—M. L. Mosher.

The Dahlberg bill was offered to 
cure s defect found In the corpora­ 
tion act by the Supreme court, which 
held that the secretary of state could 
not collect a franchlw fee on no par 
value stock for the purpose of collect­ 
ing the fee. The bill establishes a nnl- 
form value of $100 on no par value 
stock dnd fixes the fee at 5 cenU per 
■hare. 
The measure was the first hill to pass 
the house and has been pending In the 
senate since. 
Aimsd a t Entlrs La w. 
Little effort to defeat it was made 
on Its Journey through the house, but 
since the bill has been in s^iate hands 
opposition has been developed by the 
Illinois 
Manufacturers* 
association. 
Friends of the measure declare that 
the opposition Is really trying to defeat 
the entire corporation law. 
Secretary Emm€ « won*8 statement re­ 
garding the bill follows: 
“As the result of the decision we 
already have refunded to corporations 
more than $ 200.000 of fees under or­ 
ders from the court. Many thousands 
of dollars more is h^d qp under pro­ 
test and most be paid ha%k unless the 
pending bill is passed. If this bill is 
defeated all of the corporations having 
stock of no par value will, of course, 
demmid the refund of fees paid oo 
these shares. 
$3 ,5 00,000 mm Vea Hy . 
'Moreover, failure to pass thls-blH 
will • endanger the entire corporation 
act, because It will, of course, be dis­ 
criminatory to tax shares of a definite 
par value and not to tax shares of no 
par value. 
This act has proved im­ 
mensely beneficial to the people and 
brings Into the state treasury annually 
$3,500.900. 
“It Is hypocritical to say that stock 
of no par value should pay a franchise 
fee based upon Its value.

of State Emmerson declared. 
The Dahlberg bill was offered to 
cure a defect found in the corpora­ 
tion act by the Supreme court, which 
held th at the secretary of state could 
not collect a franchise fee on no par 
value stock for the purpose of collect­ 
ing the fee. The bill establishes a uni­ 
form value of $100 on no par value 
stock and fixes the fee at 5 cents per 
share. 
The m easure was the first hill to pass 
the house and has been pending In the 
senate since. 
Aimed at Entire Law. 
Little effort to defeat it was made 
on Its journey through the house, but 
since the bill has been in senate hands 
opposition has been developed by the 
Illinois 
M anufacturers’ 
association. 
Friends of the m easure declare th at 
the opposition Is really trying to defeat 
the entire corporation law. 
Secretary Emmerson’s statem ent re­ 
garding the bill follow s: 
“As the result of the decision we 
already have refunded to corporations 
more than $200,000 of fees under or­ 
ders from the court.

pending bill is passed.

Slaving a population of 2,500 or more 
ranged from $4.54 to $12.39. 
The middle rate between $4.54 and 
$12.39 is $8.40. There were 121 cities 
below this middle rate and 51 above. 
The middle city of the total 171 
cities was Urbana, with a tax rate of 
$7.45. 
The 
85 
cities 
below 
$7.45 
showed an extrem e variation of $2.91; 
the 85 cities above showed an extrem e 
variation of $4.94. 
Two-thirds of the 171 cities had tax 
rates between $5.50 and $8.50. 
The highest rate and the low est rate 
were both for cities with a population 
between 2,500 and 5,000. 
Cities located near Chicago or in 
mining or m anufacturing communities, 
tend tow ard the higher rates. 
On the whole the characteristic tax 
rate for Illinois cities in 1921 tended 
tow ard the lower middle range. Vari­

DISHE8 FROM STALE BREAD 


Leftover bread Is lik e the p oor, ah 
ways with us. The cut slices of bread 
need not be con­ 
sidered, as they 
may be used to 
mak e dry toast, 
milk 
toast, 
or 
French toast and 
are 
always 
an 
agreeable dish for 
any break fast or 
luncheon. 
SmaU bits of bread roiled or dried 
and p ut through the meat grinder may 
be used In countless ways. 
As stuflSng for green p ep p ers, fowls 
of all k inu?^ roast p ork , veal breast 
and sp arerib n^asts, bread crumbs arc 
Indisp ensable. 
Bread Frittsra.— Cnt stale bread in­ 
to tbln slices, shap e with a biscuit 
cutter, sp read with jam, dip in the 
following batter after p utting the 
slices together as sandvtches: 
Sift one cup ful of bread floor with 
one tablesp oonful of p owdered s-igi» » 
and one-quarter of a teasp oionf**! of 
salt, add two-tbirds of a cup ful of 
j 
milk , gradually, and two well-beaten 
egg yolk s. 
Add one tablesp oonful of 
olive oil and the whites of the eggs 
beaten stiff. Dip and fry In deep fa t 
Toasted bread for gaimsblng. for 
croutons, for soup and for canap es 
will be useful ways of using stale 
bread. 
Brsad Pudding. —Sp read slices of 
stale bread, or brok en bits may be 
dotted wltli butter, cover with stewed 
or fresh rhubarb well-sweetened, and 
bak e until the bread Is softened. Serve 
with cream and sugar. 
Any stewed 
or canned fruit may be used for this 
p udding. 
Fried oysters rolled In crumbs sea­ 
soned with salt and p ep p er and fried 
In butter mak e a good sup p er dish. 
Crack er crumbs are fully as good. 
For all escallop ed dishes a nice top 
of buttered crumbs adds to the ap ­ 
p earance as well as the p alatability. 
Large onions may be cook ed until 
p artly tender and stuffed with sea­ 
soned meat, sausage and bread crumbs 
for filling. .Bak e, basting with butter 
and w’ater until the onions are p erfect­ 
ly tender.

alw ays

agreeable dish for 
any b re ak fa st or 
luncheon. 
Sm all bits of bread roiled o r dried 
and put through the m eat grinder may 
be used in countless ways. 
As stuffing for green peppers, fowls 
of all kinds, roast pork, veal breast 
and sparerib roasts, bread crum bs are 
indispensable. 
Bread Fritters.—C ut stale bread in­ 
to thin slices, shape w ith a biscuit 
cutter, spread w ith jam , dip in the 
follow ing 
b a tte r 
a fte r 
p utting 
the 
slices together as sandw iches: 
S ift one cupful of bread flour with 
one tablespoonful of pow dered sugar 
and one-quarter of a teaspoonful of 
salt, add tw o-thirds of a cupful of 
milk, gradually, and tw o w ell-beaten 
egg yolks. 
Add one tablespoonful of 
olive oil and th e w hites of th e eggs 
beaten stiff. 
Dip and fry in deep fat. 
T oasted bread fo r garnishing, for 
croutons, fo r soup and fo r canapes 
w ill he useful w ays of using stale 
bread. 
Bread 
Pudding.— Spread slices of 
stale bread, or broken bits m ay he I 
dotted w ith b u tter, cover w ith stew ed I 
or fresh rhubarb w ell-sw eetened, and 
hake until the bread is softened. Serve 
w ith cream and sugar. 
Any stew ed 
or canned fru it m ay be used for this 
pudding. 
F ried oysters rolled in crum bs sea­ 
soned w ith sa lt and pepper and fried 
in b u tter m ake a good supper dish. 
C racker crum bs a re fully as good. 
F o r all escalloped dishes a nice top 
of buttered crum bs adds to th e ap­ 
p earance as well os the palatability. 
L arge onions m ay he cooked until 
p artly ten d er and stuffed w ith sea­ 
soned m eat, sau sag e and bread crum bs 
for filling. 
B ake, hasting w ith b u tte r 
and w ater until the onions are perfect­ 
ly tender.

until it hardens in the spoon. 
Pour 
out on fiat buttered p lates and when 
cool m ark in squares. 
Candied Popcorn.— Boil one cupful 
of pulverized sugar, th ree tablespoon­ 
fuls of w ater, and one tablespoonful 
of b u tte r until it is ju st ready to 
g ra in ; 
add 
th ree 
q u arts of nicely 
popped corn, stir until the kernels are 
coated. 
Molasses Candy.— To one and one- 
h alf pounds of sugar add one cupful 
of m olasses, one cupful of w ater, and 
one-fourth cupful of vinegar. 
Boil 
until a hard bail may be form ed in 
cold w ater, add one-half teaspoonful 
of cream of ta rta r as soon as the 
boiling 
commences. 
W hen 
alm ost 
done add o n ^ h a lf cupful of b u tter 
and one-fourth teaspoonful of soda. 
P our out to cool, then pull. 
Sultana Caramels.— M elt one-fourth 
of a cupful of b utter, add tw o cup­ 
fuls o f sugar, one-half cupful of milk, 
one-fourth 
cupful 
of m olasses, 
and 
heat to the bolling point and boil seven 
m inutes. 
Add 
tw o squares of un­ 
sw eetened 
chocolate and 
stir until 
m elted, then boil seven m inutes longer, 
add one cupful of chopped nuts and 
two tablespoonfuls of chopped raisins. 
Rent until cream y. 
P our out and 
m ark in squares. 
Ice Cream Candy.— Mix three cup­ 
fuls of g ranulated sugar w ith one- 
h alf cupful of vinegar and one and 
one-half cupfuls of cold w ater and a 
tablespoonful of butter. Boil to a hard 
ball, then pull w hen cool. 
Coconut 
Candy. — T ake 
pow dered 
sugar, using a c u p fu l; add a table­ 
spoonful of softened b u tte r and cream 
It well into th e su g ar; add coffee, a 
few drops a t a tim e, m ixing well, until 
the sugar Is c re a m y ; stir in a cupful 
of coconut and drop by spoonfuls on a 
buttered paper. 
Glaced Brazil Nuts.—C rack th e n u ts 
and peel off the brow n skin. 
T ake 
one cupful of sugar, one-quarter of a 
cupful of w a te r and boil until th e 
syrup becom es a light straw ' color or 
will be very crisp w’hen dropped into 
cold w ater. 
S tir In th e nuts, drip and 
lay them on a greased p late to harden

Lord Carn arvon 
un covered the tomb of 
Tut-An kh-Amen , Pharaoh 
of Egypt 3,273 years ago. 
What killed Lon l Carn ar­ 
von —w'as It the curse of 
Tut-An kh-Amen on him 
who should d isturb -bis 
sleep? 
Egypt very gen erally 
believes in a curse of the 
Pharaohs 
that 
wreaks 
d ire ven gean ce upon those who d isturb 
their last sleep. So all Egypt is n ow 
sayin g what correspon d s to the Amer­ 
ican , “I told you so.” An d all Egypt 
d oes n ot hesitate to speculate in public 
whether this ven gean ce will be satis­ 
fied by the d eath of Lord Carn arvon 
or will be w reaked upon others. 
Mod em med ical scien ce says that 
Lord Camar\’on d ied of imeumon ia, 
followin g blood -poison in g caused by 
the bite of an in sect d urin g the ex­ 
cavation of Tut-Aiikh-Amen ’s tomb. 
An d n oted physician s summon ed to 
Cairo d id all that mod em med ical 
scien ce kn ows to save his life. Res­ 
piration was artificially main tain ed as 
lon g as possible an d his heart action 
was stimulated . But mod em jued ical 
scien ce could n ot save him. 
Tut-An kh-Amen , Pharaoh of Egypt, 
1358-50 B. C., master of tl:e an cien t 
world , caused his royal tomb to be cut 
In to the livin g rock of the cliff of the 
Valley of the Kin gs, n ear Luxor. He 
caused chambers to be filled with 
gold en , jewel-stud d ed fun erary furn i­ 
ture; with preserved food ; with his 
person al apparel an d orn amen ts; with 
his portrait man n ikin for the tryin g-<» n 
of clothin g; with everythin g n ecessary 
for the use of his mummy when It 
should be laid away in the royal sar­ 
cophagus. After on ly eight years of 
mle he d ied . 
The sacred college of 
embalmers was busy over his mummy 
for 70 d ays. His mummy was placed 
In the sarcophagus, which stood in a 
separate chamber, elalmrately d ect» - 
rated an d in scribed . About the sar­ 
cophagus were built c*ase after case, 
magn ificen tly 
d ecorateiL 
un til 
the 
chamber would hold n o more. 
The 
con n ection s between the several cham­ 
bers w’ere then walled up an d sealed . 
The passage to the chambers was 
filled . 
A wall was built across Its 
outer en d an d sealeo. 
The stain vay 
of twen ty steps in the livin g rock to 
the outer world wa.s filled . 
A wall 
was built at the top step an d sealed . 
This wall was covered with d esert 
san d an d hid d en from the eye of man . 
An d the mummy of Tut-An kh-Amen , 
Pharoah of Egjpt, was left to lie in 
peace an d safety through the ages 
un til the shad e of Tut-An kh-Am« >n 
should return to assume mortal shape 
for the remain d er of his lon g journ ey 
through the n ext world to the fin al 
state of bliss. 
George Ed ward Stan hope Molyn eux 
Herbert, fifth earl of Carn arvon , a 
n obleman of the British empire, A. D. 
19 23, caused that hid d en an d sealed 
outer en tran ce to be brt>ken through. 
He excavated the stairway. He en ­ 
tered through the secon d sealed w’all. 
He forced his way through the pass­ 
age an d in to the outer chamber. He 
stopped n ot at the sealed w’all of ma- 
son rj’^ In to the chamber con tain in g the 
royal catafalque. He laid alien han d s 
on that catafalque. He even open ed 
the d oors of the outer case. An d then 
he stoppcKl—because of reveren ce for 
the d ead Phan ioh? Not at all. 
He 
stopped because he could n ot get

farther In to the catafalque without d e­ 
stroyin g It. 
To take the catafalque 
carefully apart It would be-n ecessary 
to d emolish a wall of the chamber. 
An d that wall was covered with d ec­ 
oration s* an d hieroglyphs which must 
be photographed an d stud ied . All of 
which would take much time—an d 
there would be cooler w’eatber for the 
work In the fall \ 
The ord in ary, everj’d ay American 
will n aturally say, “Why pick on Car­ 
n arvon ? Carter, the American , Is the 
man ’fut sliould get after,” 
Certain ly Howard Carter is the man 
most respon sible for the open in g of 
the tomb. 
Howard Carter was rid in g a good 
American *‘hun ch.** 
He believed he 
was “wise” to the approximate loca­ 
tion of the hid d en tomb of Tut-An kh- 
Amen . His en thusiasm kept Carn arvon 
“bucked up.” as the En glisliman put it. 
An d Carter’s “hun ch” was “the gocn ls.” 
Tw ice he d ug In fron t of the large an d 
elaborate tomb of Rameses VI, an un - 
imi>ortan t kin g of the XX d yn asty, 
which all the tourists visit. An d twice 
he missed it by a few yard s on ly. The 
third time, last fall, he hit the exact 
spot. Then be cabled Carn arvon , w’ho 
hasten ed to Liixor. It was Carter who 
supervised the excavation . 
It was 
Carter wh(» cut through the walls to 
the catafalque chamber with his own 
han d s. 
Why Carter’s persisten ce In his hun t 
for Tut-An kh-Amen ’s tomb? 
Every 
Eg>'ptologist was keen to fin d this par­ 
ticular tomb, which was believe« ! to 
be the last of importan ce in the Valley 
of the Kin gs. For Tut-An kh-Aiiun was 
the son -in -law an d successor of Akb- 
n -aton , the famous “Heretic Kin g” of 
the XVIII d yn astv (1587-1378 B. C.). 
This “Heretic Kin g” ren oun ce« ! poly­ 
theism as con d ucted by the priests of 
Amon , d eclared for “on e god ,” refused 
to make war, aban d on ed his capital at 
Thebes, built a new* capital city n ot 
far away at Tel-el-Amama, wrote 
hymn s to Aton , his new* “god of love” 
an d “comforter of them that weep” 
an d in structed his court artists to quit 
con ven tion al Egyptian art an d to pic­ 
ture thin gs as they appeared to the 
eye. 
In short, he was an all-aroun d 
reformer who established an Egj'ptlan 
Utopia. Carter foun d his rifled tomb 
in 19 07. His city Is n ow bein g exca­ 
vated . 
Tut-An kh-Amen at first called him­ 
self Tut-An kh-Aton an d accepted the 
pod of his father-in -law. 
Then he 
aban d on ed the n ew caid tal, wen t back 
to ’fhebes, restored the Amon priests 
with ad d ed privlleg« ^ an d chan ge« ! his 
n ame to Tut-An kh-Amen . 
Truth to 
tell, the Egyptologists were keen to 
fin d his tomb largely In the hope of 
gettin g d ata about Akh-n -aton , who is 
believed to be the first man In lifstorj* 
to d e« *lare a “on e-god ” religion . Does 
’Tut-An kh-Amen ’» tomb con tain this 
much-d esired d ata? 
N« )l)o« 1y kn ows. 
The con ten ts have been examin ed on ly 


In part. 
The hleroglyphicg on thé 
w’alls have n ot betui read . The cata­ 
falque has n ot been open etl. 
There 
may be other chambers. In cid en tally 
the archaeological value of the object»

Lord Carn arvon thought 
the total might run to $(?0,000,000. It 
is the greatest archn e« » h» gical “fin d ” 
In all the years of Egyptian explora­ 
tion . 
True It is that the an cien t Pharaohe 
d id lots of “cursin g.” 
They posted 
man y a curse on ston e an d tablet in 
public build in g ami temiile. 
These 
curses, how’ever, were main ly d irected 
again st those who shoiihl fail to carry 
out the Pharaoh’s will in respect to 
those build h gs an d ten qd es. 
As to 
their tombs, the Pharaohs relied upon 
the care w’lth wliich they were hid d en 
an d the skill with which en tran ce was 
blocked rather than upoh* eaieiw upon 
possible d isturbers ol* their last sleep. 
The use of polsba In an cien t Eg>'pt 
was an old story, but there seems to 
be n o record of the poison in g of 
fun erary furn iture. 
Nevertheless, 
superstitious 
Egyp­ 
tian s express fear for the safety of tho 
immed iate family of the d ead man — 
his wid ow; his son , Lord Portchester, 
who succeed s him—his coun tess is an 
American woman , formerly Miss Cath­ 
erin e T. Wen d ell of New Y« » rk; his 
d aughter, Lad >’ Evelyn Herbert. They 
also thin k it quite within the possibili­ 
ties that all w’ho participated In the 
(» peiiin g of the catafalque chamber are 
in d an ger. 
At tlie actual optin g of the cham­ 
ber there were presen t several Amer- 
l« *ans of n ote: Howard Carter; Pro­ 
fessor Charles Breasted of the .Un i­ 
versity of Clilcago; Director WIn lock 
of the Egyptian exped ition of the Met­ 
ropolitan Museum of Art, New York, 
an d Curator Lythgoe. Lord Carn arvon 
of (» ^urse W’as there an d -Lad y Ev^yn 
Herbert. Amon g the others were Sir 
William Gittstin an d Dr. Allan H. 
Gard in er, Britli^ Egyptologist. At the 
public open in g of the chamber three 
d ays later others presen t in clud ed the 
Dowager Sultan a Mn lak of Eg>T» t| 
Morton Howell, American min ister to 
Egypt, an d his wife; Queen of the 
Belgian s an d Prin ce Leopold ; Viscoun t 
an d Viscoun tess Allen by. 
Some of the more superstitious ol 
the Egyptian s assume that the curse 
will even fall upon all who have re­ 
ceived from Lord Carn arvon gifts of 
objects from the tomb. This list Is 
said to in clud e La« ly Elizabeth Bowes- 
Lyon , fian cee of the Duke of York. 
Lord Carn arvon wae horn In 1886 
an d succeed ed his father In 189 0. He 
was ed ucated at Cambrid ge an d map* 
ried in 189 5 Alml^n a Wombwell, a Chy» - 
terfleld an d a god -« laugbter of on e of 
the Rothschild s. 
He was very rich, 
own ed about 86,000 acres an d had a 
racin g stable. He w’as a collector of 
bof)ks an d prin ts an d a n oteil photog­ 
rapher.

In the kn owle<lge of lan guages, the 
famous Card in al Mezzofan tl. librarian 
of the Vatican , excelled .

and “comforter of them that weep” 
and instructed his court artists to quit 
conventional Egyptian art and to pic­ 
ture tilings as they appeared to the 
eye. 
In short, he was an all-around 
reformer who established an Egyptian 
Utopia. 
Carter found his rilled tomb 
in 1907.

Production of Coal 


Wood is today being deposited In 
swamps over most of the earth. The 
necessary elements required to make 
coal are an abundance of wood to be 
submerged, a marsh full of water for 
the wood to lie in, and a supply of 
mud to cover, the wood occasionally 
to seal it up from deca>.

Much Activity in Texas Fields 
in Making Preparation as 
Season Approaches.

There is- great activity in the Texas 
onion fields these days in preparation 
for the rapidly approaching m arket­ 
ing season. 
The commercial acreage 
planted to Bermuda onions is esti­ 
mated by the United States D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture at 12,117 acres, 
and it is forecast that 11,522 acres will 
be harvested. 
This compares 
with 
10.503 acres harvested in 1921. 
As heretofore the Department of 
Agriculture will maintain a field sta­ 
tion at Laredo to keep tile growers 
and shippers informed of market con­ 
ditions generally throughout the conn 
try. 
Carlot shipments, available sup­ 
plies. prices, weather conditions, and 
the many factors that affect tile m ar­ 
keting of onions will be reported to 
the growers daily. 
Financial success in producing and 
marketing Bermuda onions is possible 
only when the economic relation be­ 
tw e e n rite northern-grown winter stor­ 
age crop and the perishable Bermuda 
crop is taken into consideration, sa) 
federal marketing experts. The Texas 
crop is marketed in a period of two 
months, and the highest type of m ar­ 
keting efficiency is required. 
There 
may be a large carry-over of northern- 
grown storage onions; the m arkets for 
the Bermuda crop are a long distance 
from producing points with consequent 
high 
costs for 
transportation; 
bad 
weather ma) quickly impair the qual­ 
ity of the stock: the crop may be 
larger than the country can consume; 
and toward the end of the season 
there is competition from other e a rly 
producing states. 
Service of Great Value. 
The results of years of-study of the 
scientific production and marketing of 
onions is available to the growers, and 
producers and shippers are unanimous 
in stating that the departm ent’s serv­ 
ice has been of great value to them. 
Federal m arket reporters located in 
large consuming markets, such as Sr. 
Louis. Cincinnati. Kansas City, Chi­ 
cago, Pittsburgh, Philadelphia. New 
York, and Boston, report daily to the 
Laredo office local market conditions, 
such as- supply, demand, and prices.

For marketing purposes the Texas 
oniomproducing section is divided into 
three districts: 
Tile Laredo district, 
consisting of Webb county, th*- upper 
counties, comprising Dimmit, Frio. La 
Salle, and Zavalla counties; and the 
Gulf Coast district, embracing the ter­ 
ritory contiguous to the St. Louis, 
Brownsville & Mexico and the San An­ 
tonio & Arkansas Pass railroads. 
Shipments are made to every state 
in the Union east of the Rocky moun­ 
tains, the principal m arkets being New 
York. Pennsylvania, Illinois, Missouri, 
Ohio, and M assachusetts. 
New York 
alone has taken in the past as much 
as 20 per cent of the entire carlot 
movement. 
Laredo Is the shipping 
center for approximately one-third of 
the onions from the entire section, and 
headquarters of practically all buyers 
and 
operators 
are 
there 
located. 
Seed From Canary Islands. 
The majority am the growers obtain 
their seed from the Canary Islands; 
large quantities of seed are also ob­ 
tained from California. 
The seed is 
planted by drill between August 15 
and September 20, aud the plants n* 
main in the seed bed <>0 to 70 days 
before transplanting ti* the field. Great 
care is exercised in transplanting. The 
ground is plowed, thoroughly disked 
and harrowed, the roots and tops of 
the plants are carefully trimmed, and 
only well-rooted plants are selected. 
In caring for the crop it is essential to 
keep the soil moist, and to avoid, by 
frequent shallow cultivations, crack­ 
ing 
or 
baking. 
H arvesting begins 
around April I in Webb county and 
continues to about May lo. 
The har­ 
vest season In the upper counties is 
five to ten days later. 


Fundamental Principals of Radio 
It is a mistake to suppose that ra ­ 
dio must remain a mystery because 
it operates through invisible electrical 
actions, 
it is easily possible to ob­ 
tain an insight into the underlying 
processes. 
They are much less com­ 
plicated than the mechanism of an 
automobile. 
The reader who is in­ 
terested in the explanation of radio 
will be well repaid by reading these 
topics. 
The thing about radio that seems 
mysterious and complicated is, of 
course, the lack of connecting wires 
between the place from which the 
message is transm itted and where it 
is received. 
This mystery begins to 
disappear when we think of some 
similar happenings. 
Sounding a cer­ 
tain note in a room will sometimes 
cause a string in a piano on the other 
side of the room to resound. Consider 
another case. Suppose you are watch­ 
ing a chip floating near the edge of 
a quiet pond, 
lf someone drops a 
stone in the middle of the pond, the 
water ripples spread out iii rings and 
soon the chip is bobbing up and down. 
This is very much indeed like radio. 
The stone corresponds to the trans­ 
m itting stations, the chip is the re­ 
ceiving station, and the ripples cor­ 
respond to the electric waves which 
constitute radio. 
As will be explained later, the radio 
waves are produced by electric cur­ 
rent in the transm itting station, and 
at the receiving station they are con­ 
verted again into electric current. So 
after all, we really have to deal with 
electric current, both at the trans­ 
m itting and the receiving end. 
We, 
therefore, will consider for awhile 
some of the fundamental facts about 
electric currents and ordinary elec­ 
tricity, and return after that to an 
explanation of the radio waves in the 
air betwen the transm itting and re­ 
ceiving stations. 
Electric Current—When a battery 
is connected to a metal wire, some­ 
thing called an electric current flow's 
in the wire. 
We say something, be­ 
cause we (io not know' what it is. 
We know what it does, and how' to 
produce it, but th at is as far as we 
can go towards defining it. 
In order to have an electric cur­ 
rent there must always be a closed 
“circuit,” or path which returns into 
itself. An electric lamp or any other 
ordinary electrical device is merely 
a part of the path, and connections 
must be made so the current can flow 
up to and away from the device. The 
path along which the current flows 
to and away from the electric device 
must be of conducting material, and 
is usually a pair of copper wires. For 
example, fhen connecting an electric 
bell, a wire is carried from the ter­ 
minal of the battery to one of the 
terminals of the bell, and a second 
wire 
is 
brought 
from 
the 
other 
terminal 
of 
the 
bell 
back 
to 
the 
remaining 
terminal 
of 
the battery. 
Any break in the wire 
causes the current to stop and the 
bell to be silent. 
This furnishes an 
easy method of controlling the ring­ 
ing of the bell, since it is only neces­ 
sary to break the wire at one point 
to stop the current, or to connect 
across the gap with a piece of metal 
: to start the current going again. 
Thus we have the button for accom- > 
plishing the act of control, and the j 
battery supplies the power required to \ 
ring the bell. 
Similarly when we are using the j 
city 
lighting 
circuit. 
Wires 
are j 
brought more or less directly from J 
the powerhouse to the electric lamp. 
and a small break in the path through t 
the socket is provided. 
This can be j 
bridged by a metal spring operated 
by the key. 
Sometimes the lamps J 
suddenly go out, and we say that J 
a fuse has been blown. A short length 
of wire, through which the current ! 
has 
been 
passing, 
is 
of 
an ! 
easily 
fu.-ible 
metal 
which 
has melted away because too strong ; 
j a current has been passing. 
Some- I 
j times the lamps go out because it j 
j has become necessary to open a switch I 
at the power-house. 
It makes ab- j 
solutely no difference where the break i 
is made in the circuit, the result is j 
the same; the current suddenly stops. 
Electricity is flowing in every part ! 
of the circuit, leaving the battery or 
generator at one side, and coming 
back to it on the other siile. 
There are two kinds of electric cur­ 
rent, “direct current and alternating 
current.” 
Electric batteries and cer­ 
tain kinds of generators produce an

Calls at Low Rates 
O 


N many long distance telephone calls the 
party wanted is present and therefore 
reached promptly at the number or location 
called. Had the call been made by number or by 
giving the name of the subscriber at whose tele­ 
phone you expect to reach your party, and with­ 
out asking for a particular person wanted, that 
person might have been reached just the same.

If 
you do not know the number 
give the name and address 
under which the telephone 
probably is listed. It will 
then be understood that 
you will talk to anvonewho 
answers.
